THERE is aftually in this Town, a Lad of 
thirteen Years of Age, born at Cremona^ who 
bears the lower Parts of another Boy, which fcem 
to iflue from his Epigaftric Region, between the 
Cartilago enjifarmis and the Navel. The Fore-part of 
the one faces that of the other. The Head and Trunk 
feem buried in the l.zd's Abdomefiy down to the 
Hips, where the Connexion is plainly to be feen. 
This Portion of the promiiient Body has a well-form'd 
^nus and Tents. The Scrotum has a fine Down on 
it, but is void of Tefticlcs^ and feems to be filled 
with the Inteftines. Nothing pafTes through th^efc 
two Outlets. I have perfefliy well diftinguiftied thic 
tw^ 0£a Ilium in their natural State, but could not 
feel the Os Sacrum. The Axticulatioii of the Femur 
is fomewhat difceriiible on each Side: and I have 
perceived the Pulfatioia of /the anterior crural Arteries. 
The Lad is ^ery fenfibk v^hen thefe additional Feet, 
Legs, or Buttocksi, are pinched, or overTmuch 
preffed. He has lately had the Small-pox, and thefe 
have fuifcred by it equally with hin?. At his Navel 
I found a confuJerable Rupture, which is covered by 
this Portion ©f a Body. This Rupture grows mon- 
ftrouflj big in wet Weather, and diminifhes again in 
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dry. It has a circular Hole in it, which runs through 
the ^eritoriieum. The Lad is of a thin Habit of 
Body, but other wife enjoys good. Heahh. His Father, 
Michael Mart met ti, a Tinker, told me, that this is 
the feventh Child his Wife Munciada bore him. ^he 
was thirty Years of Age at his Birth, and bore him 
two more fmce. All the reft were of the natural 
Shape. 



IX. Tloree extraordinary Cajes in Surgery, by 
Bezaleel Sherman, Surgeon^ at Kelvedon in 
Eflex^ communicated in November 173 8* 

OAMUEL Bufl), of the Parifli oi Wickhum^Bi- 
^ fbopSy in September 1704-* bcirtg on the Top of 
a very high Timber Tree, in order to fliake down the 
Acorns, he let go his Hold 5 arid by falling from one 
Bough of the Tree upon another, he broke his Tliigh* 
bone 5 and one End of it, by the Force of the JFalJ, 
ftuck faft in the Ground, which fraftured the Bone 
in another Place, about two Inches andan half above 
the former. This intire Piece of the Os Femoris was 
taken out ; notwithftanding which, fo large a Callus 
united the two Ends of the Bone, that his Thigh 
(when cured) was very little more than a quarter of 
an Inch (horter than the other Thigh. The Surgeon 
who had the Care of him, ufed his greatcft Endeavours, 
during the Cure, to prefcrve the Extenfion \ but he 
imputed the Largcnefs of the Callus to a very great 
Quantity of Lap. Ofteocolla^ which he made himi take 
for fix Weeks or two Months, ia Powder with Milk, 
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
